HAVRE DE GRACE DECISION 

DETAILS OF RULING RECENTLY ANNOUNCED 
BY MARYLAND COURT OF APPEALS. 

Membert of Chief Judicial Body of State Unanimouc 
ia Concluaions Reached — Coaetitutionality of 
Special Act Completely Upheld. 



A<l(li(iuiml dclailx of th<‘ d«'fision rt'contly rt-n- 
li.v iIk* Mar.vlaiul Court of Ap|M‘als iu tbt* 
Havr.' Cratv raciUK caao arc ikiw availabk*. The 
tUviKioii lioUla that it was uot the intent of tha 
la-xislature to sniipress horse-raeinji or to jirohi’jll 
Ih'IIIiik Iheritin. anil this is tlu^ liasis for its ruling 
that the ii'iw-fanions Harford County RaeiiiK law. 
known as t h.ipler lu2. |iass<‘<l at the last session of 
the tJeneral Assenihly of Maryland, is oonstitutional. 

The (aairt also iiidiehl the validity of the Raein^ 
Cianiiiission ai>|Miiuli<d under the provisions of the 
ael for the eomluet of raeiiiK at the Havre de Graeo 
traek. 

Tlie.opiniiai. which was written hy Jud;;e John P. 
ltris»-iM> and eoneiirrivl in hy a unaninioiis court, siis 
tains iIm> aethai of JiidKe Harlan in the Harford 
CiHinly Circuit Court, where the procevdinss were 
ortKiiiall.v instilnt<‘<i. in every res|H*ct. Coucerniui; 
the iiietiHMl of apiMHOtiiiK the loiniuission. the court 
says that if the presiMit nietlHMl is ohji'cl iouable the 
act can Ih* auieudiMl or re|>ealed aial a new mode of 
apiMiininient adoptiMl. 

The di'cisioii of the Court of Appeals overruled tlie 
oiiiniou of Altorue.v-Ceiieral Poe as to the iiucons'.i- 
tutiouality of the raein;; measure and brmight to an 
, end the strenuous effort maile by Govermir Golds 
IsiroiiKh to prevent racinj; at the Havre de Grace 
truck. 

i ne case oriKinated in a suit for injiiuetiou in 
sliluted in b«‘balf of tlie state, and it went to the 
Court of .kp|M‘als in the name of William L. Clark. 
SlHH'lff of Harford CiMinty. attaiust the Harford 
County A}trleutture and Breeders’ Association. The 
constitutionality of the act was attaekeil on the 
;:mnu<ls that it cr*>ati*s an arbitrary and unreason- 
able classlhcatiun ns to tbe itersous or associations 
I'lUMlnclinx racing: that it authoriaes the commission 
to till vacaimies oi-currlu;; amoaff its members, and 
Mhat it confers lesislative iH>wers on the commissiou. 

It is pointed out in the opinion of tbe Court of 
.ip|a*'als that the object and puriatses of the act 
were to ly-strict and regulate raciuK. iKwlselUng and 
iMHikmakiug and to limit It to certain coritorations 
formed for the purposes as mentiouett in tbe act. and 
as |H>wer was given the commission to issue licenses 
theivfor the restrietbm was not b.v au.v wa.v of class 
discriminatioii, Imt by seh'ctiou ami di'siguation, so 
as to safeguard the olijects and purftoses of the 
legislalion. 

it was <-untendi'<l that tbe Racing Commission was 
an illegall.v constituted laal.v, smee its memlx'rs 
failisl lo ipialify as preserila-d by the Maryland Cou- 
slitulioa. anil that the license granteil b.v it was 
null aiHl void. I'ihhi this |K>int the Court of Appi>als 
rubsl tliere was no provision in the act requiring 
the conimissiou to take tlM‘ oath of office, and as no 
civil eotumissioii was issuisl to its memls'rs they 
nianifi-stly did not come within the requirements of 
the cimIi". 

"There was iMdhing in tin* act.” tlie opinion 
reads, "to indicate any iiitentiou u|s»n the part of 
the Ix-gislatnre to create or i‘stablish a public office 
or to i-onfer uimsi the commission power as indl- 
vhliials: the iMiwers and duties are conferred U|toc 
the ciMuniissioii iisidf as a Isianl or qiiasi-cor|iora- 
tion. The commission must act hy a majority vote, 
and there is no individual exercise of |»owcr except 
by a majorit.v vote.” 

It is tHiintisI out that tls‘ oal.v difference iu the 
Itrovisious of the General I.aws. as they were at the 
tiuii* of the eiiai'tmi^ut of thi* act in controversy, 
lies in tlie met hoi of granting licensisi for the con- 
duct of horsi- racing. Chapter l;C!. the court says, 
dhl not n |H-al the tlcueral I„aw with regard to hi-t- 
tiiig. isHikiuaking or |mh»I sidlitig on horsi* races, 
even so far as Harford County was iuncerned. latt 
merely siilistituteil a commission as the source from 
which lii-enses sIhsiIiI emanate in lieu of that pro- 
' idtsl b.v the General Law. 

"While I'lassitii'at ions made by the aid are in some 
rcsiHs ts nis-essarily siM-cial in character.” the opin- 
ion Mi.vs. "we do not think the.v afford a proper 
ground for i-ouiplaiiit. la^-anse the.v are just and 
n-asouable and in no way arbitrary. In other words, 
tlioy ojn’rate alike ntsiti tin* (M'rsoiis and propt*rtv 
under the same ciivumstanci-s and i-onditions. anil 
iM-ar a rea.soiialde and just relatiiHi to the act iu re- 
b|>ei-t to wliii-h classiHcatioti is priqaisisl.” 

TIk* o|iiuioii fiirtlMT sa.rs that the act in qui*siiou 
is foiinileii and based u|Mai the right of the state, in 
exercisi- of Its |io|i<-e |K>wer, to regulate and control 
horse racing and lusikmaking at such races. 

The opinion also iiidiolds the propriety of courts 
•>t c•^Ilit.v issuing injiiiictions in criminal pria-ei-d- 

ings as a of iirotccting iiroisTty iiiteri“sts. as 

was done in the Havre do Grace ease, when Sheriff 
Clark was restraincil from interfering with the race 
niisdiiig at the track tlierc last suinnier. 

"flf IS, nisi-, the decision of tlie Court of Aptie.ils 
settles the matter,” Attorney General Edgar Allan 
Poe is qnoi.sl as sa.iiiig. "If it dis-idisi tliat the 
tiienilsT' of tlie Rai-ing Cianinissioii wen* not re- 
oiiins! to qualify bj taking an oalli of ottiee and tliat 
if is a duly isiiistitiiteil iMaly. nothing more can Is- 
ilone to ciH till* lacing that has liei*n complained of 
untH the next I.a-gisl.-itiirc mis*ts."

Kingdom whicli approaches that of the V.- R. tr. in 
its comforts. Its convenience and its spectacular 
••ffects. The liors**s can be seen from the moment 
the.v leave : the barrier until the.v Hash past the 
judge’s box. Thc.v are never out of sight: every 
idiase of the titanic struggle can be watclied and 
noted, aud every |s*rson among the 100.000 can see 
it ail. Tliere is sitting accommodation for close 
iqxiu 50.000. and the saucer-shaped formation of the 
race coursi* pi*nults tlie other 50.000 to view the race 
just as well as If fher 'vere sitting in the grand- 
stand . 

"Tliere are no iieople on the face of the i*artli who 
xvurship at the slirine of the horse so much as Aus- 
tralians. ami it will Ik* soini* pleasure to them to 
know that once again a goml horse has won. A 
month ago Piastre was not among the most-fancied 
candidates. His trial galloiis wen* recortU*d. like 
those of every otlier horse, but no great consideration 
was given to his prospects of carrying off the most 
important handicap race of the year. Not because 
Piastre was regarded as unlikel.v to perform great 
dt*e«ls. but because from the first day he lookeil 
thriHigh a bridle on a race course he had never real- 
izeil the early expectations forineil of him. 

"A strapping idg reaeh.v bay i*olt by Positano out 
of (3iand Bee Bee, he was first trained by Scobie, 
at Ballarat, and at one time wa.s regarded as a 
IX'rby winner. But fortune never dealt kindly with 
tile coit. and time after time he disappointed his 
trainer and the stabie patrons. As a two-year-oid 
he was only pla<*e«l once in ten tries, and then it 
was in an inferior handicap. He had the speed 
and tbe stamina, lint he apiieared to lack confidence 
aud resolution. At three .rears he bad learnt more 
alsmt tbe game, and fini^cil fourth in the Metro- 
{lolitan. and in tbe saim* position in the Derby, 
after making a run wiiich apiiear^ certain to re- 
turn him a victor. All through he could make a 
spurt within a sprint, but lie did not sustain it. 
Finally he was taken to Sydney. Possibly the differ- 
ciK-e in atmospheric conditions has accounted for his 
fnlfilling the high hopes that were entertained of 
liiiu when he t*nterc<l the yearling ring. Latterly 
he _ has iicen training in company with Perrtlta. 
wliieli was nlaccil iu botli of the Derb.vs. ami his 
owner, William Brown, must therefore have had a 
imist excellent idea of bis horse’s possibilities. 
TIuit he started at G to 1 indicates that ho either 
made a vcr.v bold show In tlie Ilotliani Handic:i|i. 
run on Saturda.v. or else that he did well in t£« 
Mellioiiriu* Stakes on the same dav. Six to one 
iiieaus that at least $15)1.000 i>r $200.i)))0 would lie 
lost by the ring, but liookmakers unquestionably 
wiMild rather liave seen him than some of the other 
candidates get home first. Bolindea, for example, 
owneil liy the gcnticnian wlio won the last Cup with 
T3ie Parisian, was backed for $-’550,000 tliree months 
ago. and was nitililed at continuously until the race 
starteil. 

“FriKl Merton, who made ids iimnoy out of ‘Mer- 
lon’s Reward t’laiiii.’ near Kalgtioriie, W'*sti*rn .Aus- 
tralia. can win tbe t.'aulficld Cnp, but can only 
kiHM*k at the door in the MellHnirne Cup. Of Hal- 
lowmas, which raced without success in England. 
Iiigli opiiiimis were fornnsl last y**ar. Imt be did not 
tiK'u fashion into the standard necessary to win a 
cup. Witii a big stable in which he has trying 
ta<*kle of the first quality, Mr. Merton wiHild prob- 
ably de<‘Iarc for Hallowuias and back him, as is 
his wont, for a snmll fortune. The set-ond money 
of $7.0)))) wiHild iu all proiialdllty cover ills bets. 
Ill tlie past he has, too. had the knack of always 
liackiiig the horse which lias lieateu his best, 'so 
[lerbaps luck has again favonnl him in lliis res|iect. 
Ilallowinas is tlie first English-bred horse to score 
in the Cup. ami the first horse at the minimum 
weight to get a place in twenty years. 

"i'licle Sam lias done what several good h<H*s(*s 
liave ac<*omplisIied before him. lie won the Caul- 
tk-ld Cup and ran into a place iu the Melbourne 
Cup.
